To see if the town will vote to build new abutments 
at Narrows bridge, so called, and raise money for the same. 
9. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the aban- 
doned highway leading south from main road between Butler’s 
Bridge and West Ossipee from a point near the Ezra Gilman 
place, so called, to Ossipee town line.
